New York, August 1.—[(Special.}—Har- 
mony is restored in the Georgia Central syndi- 
cate. This happy issue has been brought 
about by the admission of Mr. John H. Inmen 
to the combination. The diverging factions 
saw in him an eff¢ctual peacemaker, and all 
admitted the advantage of his being identified 
with them. It must be conceded, however, 
that Messrs. Jno. and Pat Calhoun are prima- 
rily entitled to the credit of having induced 
Mr. Inman to interest himself in the matter. 
His interest in the syndicate consists of the 
stock he has bought from various membegs, 
some selling out: their entire holdings, and 
others only a part. The block of stock he has 
thus acquired is variously estimated at from 
five to ten thousand shares, and the price paid 
for it was close around $150 per share. 

This purchase, together with his previous 
mterests, makes John H. Inman the fore- 
most figure in the government of southern 
yailroads. He is now identified with the 
active management of over ten thousand miles 
of southern railroads, namely: The entire 
Richmond and West Point Terminal, th 
Louisville and Nashville, the Nashyille and 
Chattanooga and the Georgia Central.

THE PRESIDENT’S TOUR. 


Wow It Will Probably Be Made—To the 
West First, Then the South. 


Wasninaton, August 1.—The president said 
today that he felt it to be an absolute necessity 
that he should in every case request those 
cities which propose sending delegations to 
Washington, conveying invitations to visit 
them on his western trip, to forego that fer- 
mality and forward their communications by 
mail. He has full appreciation of the cordial 
spirit which prompts such a courtesy, and 
which is most gratifying, but it seems to him 
unnecessary that such journeys, for such pur- 
ose, at this heated season of the year, should 
be undertaken. 

In addition to this consideration, he said it 
has been his purpose to feel free to absent 
himself from the capital and white house as 
he should feel disposed during this month, and 
to make no engagements which would require 
his presence at any stated time. It is proba- 
ble that he will leave here the last days of 
September and go directly to_St. Louis, and 
from there to Kansas City, St. Paul, Minneap- 
olis, Milwaukee, Chicago, Nashville and At- 
lanta. The St. Louis and Atlanta dates being 
fixed, it will not be practicable to deviate much 
from this programune. 

The journey will be made by the ordinary 
ronte of travel between tie cities mamed, and 
the disposition of the president will be to see 
as much of the country and people on his route 
as will be consistent with the limited time and 
positive engagement.

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KENTUCKY'S ELECTION. 


The Full Demoeratic Ticket Elected by Over 
26400 Majority. 


Lovisvitaie, August t.—The election for 
state and legislative officers of Kentucky 
passed off quiet! today. The weather was 
clear and hot, and the vote does not seem to 
have been large. Owing to the length of the 
ticket and local contests, returns are as yet 
meagre. The labor and prohibition vote are 
smaller than was anticipated. In Louisville 
the democratic majority is about 2,000, a demo- 
cratic gain of nearly 2,000 over the last elec- 
tion. The city elects a solid democratic 
legislative ticket and defeats local 
option bya heavy majority. County and city 
gave a democratic majority of 3,000. Meagre 
returns from the state indicate a republican 
gain, but the = followin democratic 
ticket has an estimated majority of from 25,000 
to 35,000 votes: Governor, Simon TBoliver 
Buckner; lieutenant-governor, G. W. Bryan; 
auditor, Fayette Hewett; treasurer, J. W. 
Tate; attorney-general, W. H. Hardin; super- 
intendent of public instruction, J. D. Pickeit; 
land register, Thomas Corbet. 

General Buckner appears ty have run ahead 
of his ticket, and democratic losses are mainiy 
in local contests. Lexington gave its 
first democratic majority in sev- 
eral years. The vote for’ holding 
constitutional convention was large but the 
question will not likely carry. The legislature 
will be largely democratic and will elect an 
United States senator in January to succeed 
Senator Beck. 

Indications tonight are that the working- 
men have carried their state ticket in New- 
port, Ky., by 900 pluralty and in Covington by 
260 pluralty. They are elated and sanguine at 
success in Kenton and Campbell counties. 

Returns from the interior of the state so far 
indicate a very large republican gain: Re- 
turns from two-thirds of the precincts of the 
city show democratic gains. enton county, 
part of Carlisle’s district, including Covington, 
shows that the union labor party polleda 
much larger vote than the republicans, the 
democrats polling about their usual vote. Pro- 
hibition is defeated in Jefferson county, in- 
cluding Louisville.

THE DEFUNCT COLUMBIAN. 


No Statement Yet Made of Philadelphia's 
Broken Bank. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 1.—Nothing new has 
transpired in connection with the failure of 
the Columbian bank and no statement has as 
yet been issued. It is hardly likely that one 
can be made today, although work of prepar- 
ing it is pregressing. President Phillips de- 
clares that statement of the bank’s dealings 
with Ives & Co.,of New York, are greatly ex- 
aggerated and says that the assignment was 
wholly due to a temporary lack of funds in 
Philadelphia. He says the assets will fully 
méet the liabilities, which cannot possibly be 
more than $500,000, but that many of the as- 
sets are of such a nature that a forced sale 
would beruin. The assignees have done noth- 
ing yet beyond notifying the holders ef securi- 
ties and other creditors that the affair is now 
in their hands. : 

This evening, President Charles L. Phillips, 
of the suspended Columbia bank, authorized 
the publication of the folleowmg statement of 
the financial condition of the _insti- 
tution: Liabilities, $278,901.33; as- 
séts $478,901.32. By _ this showing 
assets are about $200,000 in excess of liabilities, 
which is exactly the amouut of stock of the Col- 
umbian bank. President Phillips avoided 
making any explanation of statement, but 
Assistant Cashier Bedford said the above fig- 
ures had been obtained aftera great deal of 
work and that if the bank succeeded in realiz~ 
ing upon its investinents it would be able to 
pay dollar for dollar without assessing the 
stockholders. The assignees will soon apply 
to the court for the appointment of appraisers, 
whose business it will be to detcrmine the 
actual value of the bank’s assets.

A Rumor That He is to Establish a Large 
Bank in China. 

New York, August 1.—Dispatches from 
Shanghai, China,to the London, England, 
Standard state that Jay Gould and an Ameri- 
can silver king have established an American- 
Chinese bank with a capital of $20,000,000. 
The bank isto have charge of railways, tele- 
graph contracts, coinage, bank note issue and 
the affairs of the war department, it is report- 
ed. Jay Gould was out of the city this morn- 
ing, and his son George. was seen at the 
Western Union Telegraph building on Broad- 
way. He said: 

“There isno truth in the report that my 
father is interested in @& American-Chinese 
bank, I cannot imagine where the story originat- 
ed. Ne have no interests,whatever,in China,we 
have all we can attend in this country without 
going to Chinafor business.” 

Lonpon, August 1.—The earl of Roseberry, 
in the house of lords this evening, asked 
Prime Minister Salisbury to confirm or contra- 
dict the report telegraphed from Shanghai 
that an American company of financiers had 
established a bank in China, with a capital of 
$2900,000,000, and had obtained from the 
Chinese government a franchise which secur- 
ed to the corporation exclusive control of the 
financial development of the empire.

PALE AND EXCITED 


The Chicago Thieves File Into the 
Courtroom. 


DR. ST. JOHN PLACED IN A LONELY CELL 


On a Charge of Assi.ting McGarigie to Es- 
cape to Canada—The Chase After the 
Fugitive—Scenes in Court. 


Cuicaco, August 1.—Jadge Shepard this 
morning oxerruled the petition for a new trial 
in the case of Edward S. McDonald and W. J. 
McGarrigle, charged with conspiracy and sen- 
tenced McDonald to three years in the peni- 
tentiary. The motion for an arrest of judg- 
ment was also overruled. 

Dr. St. Jobn, owner of the schooner Blake, 
and who is believed to have personally .assist- 
ed McGarigle to escape, was arrested this 
morning at the breakfast table by Inspector 
Bonfield. The doctor was at once taken be- 
fore a magistrate, and waiving examination 
furnished bail for $20,000, D. B. Fisk becom- 
ing surety. 

Janitor Dell S. Jones, a supposed assistant 
in the escape, has not been arrested, 
although a warrant is out for him. He was 
found at the county hospttal, complainimg of 
being sick. A guard was left with him until 
itcould be ascertained whether he, was in & con- 
tion to be moved. Dr. St. John ‘waived 
examination in accordance with the advice of 
his attorney, W. E. Foster, of anarchist trial 
notoriety. Fisk, a wholesale milliner, who 
went on Dr. St. John’s bail, schedules prop- 
erty aggregating six millions. 

A second bondsman was required of Dz, St. 
John, but after many hours search ceuld. not 
be found. The doctor had been confident that 
Columbus R. Cummings, a magnate, 
would become surety. Notwithstanding in- 
cessant urging, Cummings: failed to put in an 
od geome aud late in the afternoon Dr, St. 
John was immured in a cell. The tecithical 
charge against him is conspiracy against* the 
people in aiding McGarigle’s escape. Convic- 
tion entails a penalty of three years’ imprisen- 
ment at hard labor, or a fine of $1,000, 

There was a tremendous clamorby crowds of 
people this morning for admission to the court 
where the trial of the boodlers is proceeding. 
An hour before the time for opening thedoors, 
hundreds of men were in line fur admission 
and with hundreds of others completely filled 
the hallways, thronged the elevators and ex- 
tended far out on the sidewalk. The alsorb- 
ing question was whether any of the eleven 
defendants would. surrender unconditionally 
and throw themselves on the mercy of the 
court. Plainly a majority of the crowd ex- 
pected some such move, but many voiced the 
opinion it was too late and that the defendants’ 
only hope now was to fight to the last im the 
behef that some accident would favor them. 
As it approached the hour for the opening of 
the court, interest grew absolutely feverish. 

At last above the buzz of voices was heard 
the sound of many footsteps. The boodlers 
were coming in. Without exception, their 
faces were set and white. The expectancy that 
more of the defendants would plead guilty was 
not realized. 

After Mr. Grinnell said “the state rests,’’ 
Alexander Sullivan, attorney for the defense, 
immediately began the introduction of testi- 
mony as to the character of the men on trial, 
The first witness was a millionaire, Nelson Mor- 
ris. He swore that McCarthy and Lynn had 
good — geese: Morris was not ¢ross- 
examined, ae 

After several other witnesses had testified to 
the good character of defendant, Commissioner 
Mike Louden took the stand. He denied that 
C.F. Lynn, informer, ever gave him $1,500 
—boodle—and denied that he ever received a 
cent from Bipper. 

Commissioner Michael Wasserman left his 
place among the defendants and took the wit- 
a stand in his own behalf. Wasserman was 
very pale and his yoice trembled. He denied 
seriatim all the charges of bribery against him 
and in explaining how he came to receive cer- 
tain sums of money, said: 

“Tn 1884,the County Democratic club elected 
mé as one of a committee to go to Washing- 
ton to bring the convention here. I collected 
money everywhere. We went down to Washing- 
ton and. kept open house to show the people of 
WashinNion the hospitality of Chicago. The 
result was\we brought the convention back 
here.”

A special to the Evening Journal from Sar- 
nia, Ont., says McGarigle was secluded all the 
morning. He was met on arrival by a part 
with carriages, one of the party being Patric 
Molony, of Chicago, formerly of Port Huron, 
Mich. Everything had evidently been arrang- 
ed for McGarigle’s reception and one of the 
party remarked that the entire plan of rescue 
was mapped out before the escape was at- 
tempted. Had any attempt been made to 
seize McGarigle, a desperate fight, one of the 
schooner Marsh’s crew says, would have been 
the result. The reported effort to disguise the 
schooner Blake by painting her red is explain- 
ed differently by the sailors. They say red 
blankets were hung over the sehooner’s sides 
to prevent identification. MeGarigle’s wife 
and child are expected in Sarnia tonight. 

A telegram from Sarnia, Ontario, filed at 
one o’clock this morning, says instructions 
have been received from State’s Attorney 
Grinnell, of Chicago, and the chief of police, 
to arrest McGarigle on an indictment issued 
at Montreal. The Sarnia chief of police has 
not been able to find him, and the supposition 
is that he has left town. 

A late dispatch from Port Huron, Mich., 
gives another account McGarigle’s landing in 
Canada. It appears that when the tug Orient 
approached the schooner Blake, which was 
the last in tow of four vessels, the schooner 
Marsh, ahead, dropped the tow line. The 
Blake dropped rapidly astern; her captain 
rushed forward, together with his crew and 

raised a tremendous row fora couple of min- 
| utes, ones the attention of those on board 

the tug. Meanwhile McGarigle, who had 
been transferred to the Marsh in the straits, 
as reported some days ago, was_ bundled 
in a yawl and was being sculled ashore. 
When ofticers on the tug discovered the ruse, 
every effort was made to catch the yawl, but 
it got into shoal water safely before they could 
reach it. McGarigle Juanped ashore and ran 
rapidly up the street, while the crews of the 
re ad jeered at the men on the tug. 

A reporter for a Chicago paper then went 
aboard the Marsh and the Blake in turn, and 
interyiewéd both captains. They did not talk 
freely’ Sut what they said indicated clearly 
that both ase s were active in the scheme to 
get McGarigleo Canada; also that Dr. St. 
John and Yanftor Dell knew more about Me- 
Garigle’s escape than anybody else in Chicago. 
The reporter then went back to Sarnia, and 
after a considerable search, found McGarigle, 
who appeared terribly changed. His features 
are haggard and sallow, and his eyes have a 
hunted expression. 

“Tam worn out with worry and excite- 
ment,’’ he said, “and it would be simply tor- 
ture for me to comply to the extent you de- 
sire. I tm sick and need rest so’badly that I 
must ask you to wait unti) tomorrow. Say for 
me, however, that I will be back to Chicago 
in less than three months, and when I come it 
it will not be hounded as a rascally thief.

ILLINOIS KUKLUX,. 


A Reign of Terror in the Southern Part of 
the State. 


HARRIsBURG, Il]., August 1.—Persons who 
have just returned from the interior of Hardin 
county, report that a kuklux gang are prepar- 
ing for another onslaught on the good people 
of that section. Since the James Belt assassi- 
nation last week, County Judge Jacob Hess, 
Logan Belt’s wife and anumber of others have 
received written notices to leave the country. 
People throughout the county are terrified and 
many are leaving without receiving the invi- 
tation extended toso many. The band are 
beginning to warn the people of other counties 
to get out of southern Lllinois, Among these 
are friends of Logan and James Belt, who 
lived in the neighboring county of Gallatin. 
Not less than eight others, who lave received 
these notices, have been waylaid and killed. 
A meeting of citizens of the county is called 
for August 6th to devise some means to ferret 
out the murderous mysteries. The gang is 
somewhat on the order of the Bald Knobbers, 
and is getting bolder with each successive 
crime.

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NEARING ITS END. 


The Long Session Fixes Its Last 
Day. 


PARLIAMENT TO BE PROROGUED SOON 


The Government Willing to Drop the Re- ; 
maiping Clauses of the Land Bill in 
Order to Hurry Business. 


’ 

Lonpon, August 1.—Colonel King Harman, 
under-secretary for Ireland, denied, in the 
house of commons this afternoon, that there 
was any notable discontent among the men 
composing the Irish constabulary. Of the 
number that had joined the force within the 
past three years eight hundred and forty-eight 
were Catholics and four hundred and sixty 
were Protestants. 

Sir Jaines Ferguson, parliamentary secretary 
for the foreign office, announced that commn- 
nications between the government of the | 
United States and that of Great Britain 
showed that progress was being made in the 
work of adjusting the Canadian fisheries dis- 
pute, and he added that the British govern- 
ment were hopeful of attaining a satisfactory 
settlement at no distant date. 

Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, re- 
plying to a question by Mr. Parnell, intimated 
thas it was probable that the government 
would withdraw the clauses of the land bill 
which yet awaited action and were of a nature 
to excite opposition, if the Epassage of the 
measure would be thus expedited. He said it 
was unfair for the opposition to introduce 
other clauses outside the intention of the bill. 

Mr. Parnell disclaimed all intention of 
bringing in extraneous matter, and promised 
that most of the amendments offered by the 
nationalists should be withdrawn. 

W. H. Smith, government leader, stated 
that in order to facilitate the closing of the 
session the government would persist in but 
few of the measures before the house, in- 
cluding those relating to the regulation of 
mines and the commutation of allotments and 
tithes. The house would, Mr. Smith said, set 
on Saturday until prorogued. 

Lord Randolph Churchill and Mr. Chamber- 
lain Supported an amendment to the land’bill 
prepared by Mr. Finlay, liberal-unionist, giv- 
ing the court power to reduce orders for the 
payment of arrears of rent in instailments. 

Lord Harrington said that, althongh the 
amendment in question had been drawn with 
his consent, he thought it best not to press it, 
as the government had made many concessions 
since the amendment was framed. 

The amendment was rejected by a vote’ of 
199 to 140. 

Several amendments were passed. 

Mr. Dillon, nationalist, expressed disap- 
aver at the form in which clause 22 had 
een passed in committee. He accused the 
government of having deceived the house 
with the promise to introduce a measure for 
the full protection of tenants. That promise 
had not ‘et n fulfilled. Unless the bills were 
greatly amended in later stages, it would be 
the duty of nationalists to tell the Irish people 
that they must still trust only to the system 
of combination. 

-Mr. Balfour answering, on behalf of the 
government, said conservatives were not re- 
sponsible for the eliminaticn of the bankruptcy 


- clauses which had been devised for the relief of 


tenants. 
' T. P. O’Connor denied that the Parnellites 
were responsible for the death of the bank- 
ruptcy clauses. Those clauses, he said, had 
committed suicide. 

Clause twenty-three was eliminated. 

At a meeting of the Parnellites today it was 
decided to adopt a passive policy after the pas- 
sage of the Jand bill, in codes to allow a speedy 
close of the session. 
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GREAT BRITAIN AND AFGHANISTAN.

The Ameer Issues a Proclamation That 
British Troops Are Ready to Assist Him. 
Carctrra, August 1.—Advieces from Canda- 

har state thatthe ameer of Afghanistan has 

caused a proclamation to be posted in the 
bazaar, in that city, informing his subjects that 
the British government is hok ing six infantry 
divisions, each consisting of nine regiments, 
with cavalry and artillery, in readiness to 
march into Afghanistan to suppress the revolt 
of the ameer’s enemies in the interior. The 


proclamation adds: 
“T can suppress the Ghilzais without them, but 


‘they remain ready in case Russia takes advantage 


of the rebellion-to invade the country.” 

The ameer invites the rebels to return to 
their homes, and says he will only punish the 
chiefs in ‘insurrection. He warns Great 
Britain against permitting ~Ayaub Kahn to 
approach the frontier. Opponents of the 
ameer explain that in issuing the proclamation 
the ameer is playing his last trump card, as he 
finds that the people value his alliance with 
England more they. value the ameer 
himself,

At ten o'clock tonight the water at the 
bridge registered only thirty feet six inches, 
and is falling at the rate of three inches per 
hour. Heavy rains are reported falling up the 
eonntry, but it is hardly probable. that we will 
have another marked rise, as the flooded coun- 
try is being drained rapidly. 

While visiting the flooded district this agter- 
noon, your reporter found the damage to the 
city to far exceed the apprehensions. The 
porthern portion of the city above Cumming 
and north of Broad streets is yet under water, 
and very few people are now residing there,most 
of those in second story. A few small wooden 
Houses near the river bank proper have been 
washed from their foundations, arfd many 
others are damaged from undermining. It 
will take weeks, even months, to make man 
of these houses again habitable. On Broa 
street, and all that portion to the south, the 
sewers, without number, are bursted. Great 
holes are washed in the streets, houses are un- 
dermined, fences washed away, household 
goods piled in utter confusion, and everything 
is completely mixed. Most of the streets are 
washed in such a manner as to be impassabie 
and it will cost the city many thousand dollars 
and months of work to have them again put 
in thor ug: orcer. Even the 8s d>wal s inmany 
inany piaces on Broad and other streets have 
washed completely away, and -all the cellars 
are floods d. 

At the upper end of Greene street the water 
is stil] towing in through a great break in the 
canal bank, which occurred yesterday, but no 
damace uore serious than the washing upofa 
few sant! houses and fences have occurred, 
althouzh the swift current from it is yet 
flowing through Greene street, which is 
flooded down to Cumming. At Lombard’s, 
where the break occurred in second-level 
canal, the water is surrounding the foundry to 
the depth of ten feet. One corner of tle 


although hundreds of head of stock have 
perished and thousands of acres of growing 
crops sacrificed, there is no loss of human life 
reported as yet, 

A dairyman on the east side.of the river, 
whose name could not be learned, is said to 
have lost thirty head of fine cattle. 

FOUR PAYS AND NIGHTS. - 

This morning, about nine o'clock, Mr. George 
C. Price was standing on the bluff on the west 
side ofj the river, looking at the submerged 
valley in East Macon, when he discovered a 
woman splashing in the water at the front 
door of a small cabin about the center of the 
inundated district. He went across the bridge 
and reported the fact, but the parties there 
stoutly denied that there was anybody left 
over there. 

After atime he succeeded in getting Ben 
Spikes to take his boat and accompanied by 
Mr. Price and Patrolman Brookes, to paddle 
over there. They were warmly greeted by the 
poor woman who proved to be Isabella Ar- 
nold, wife of Daniel Arnold, a cooper. She 
told a terrible tale of suffering, and her ema- 
ciated form, dishevelled clothing, and limbs 
shrivelled by long contact with the water 
bear out her assertions. 

She said that Friday when the waters cov- 
ered the valley, her husband went off and left 
her. Since that time she had remained in the 
‘abin, drenched by tke rising waters and 
pinched with hunger, not having eaten any- 
thing in all thattime. Some bread cram 
were seen on a floating bench, which she said 
she had crumbled from a peice of stale bread 
to feed a little chicken. 

The woman said she had cried out for help, 
but the roar of the waters prevented her being 
heard, and the waves were so high she could 
not open her door until this morning. 

The negroes said that they believed Arnold, 
knowing she wasa little crack brained, had de- 
liberately deserted her to her fate. Arnold is 
nowhere to be found, but he told some one that 
his wife refused to leave the house when the 
flood came and nobody could get her out. 

The poor woman’s sufferings can better be 
imagined than described. Before leaving she 
went back to secure her pipe. On shore quite 
a number of people chipped in and gave her 
money, and she went to the house of some 
acquaintances on Bridge how, where she was 
looked after. 

SURROUNDED IN THE SWAMPS. 

Down on Mensfield’s plantation, in the 
swamps, Mr. Mansfield has some houses near 
the bank of the river. Since Fridayga Mr. 
Evans, white, and a negroand his wife and 
another negro woman have been confined in 
the house by the flood. Nothing definite can 
be learned of their fate, but unless they were 
able to reach athay loft near by or some other 
vantage ground, it is doubtful if they have 
been able to survive. Much anxiety has been 
felt as to their safety, and just as soon as pos- 
sible an attempt will be made to rescue them 
or learn their fate. 

IN A HOLE. 

Yesterday J. J. Clay tried the plan of exer- 
cising his pet buggy horse on’the flooded drives 
in the park. This matchless driver got pretty 
badly left in the wind up, for he struck’a deep 
wash, and was tumbled out into ten-foot water, 
and but for the fact that his horse was of supe- 
rior mettle he would have had to swim for it.

Put- 
nam counties report tremendous losses in 
bridges, mills, crops, ete. 

All railroad connections with Sparta is cut 
off, and it is reliably stated that trains cannot 
reach that point in several weeks. Grave fears 
are entertained here that there will be suffer- 
‘ing there on account of the scarcity of pro- 
visions.

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AUSTIN'S LASHING 


Both Sides of the Story Fully 
Ascertained. 


A WIFE'S LEGACY THE MAIN CAUSE. 


A Husband Renders Himself Obnoxious to 


the Citizens, and Arouses Them to Self- 
Possession—The Lash is Applied,

tially as follows: 
WHAT AUSTIN SAYS. 
Pete Mr. Austin with five children left 
ome in Forsyth, moving to Texas. The 
psc La seo was that the wife of Austin left 
A out cause, and being a man of consid- 
ve @ pride, he went to Texas to avoid the 
isgrace. He remained in Texas until some 
time ago, when he learned that his wife had 
fallen heir to property of considerable value. 
He returned to Forsyth for the purpose of se- 
curing his share of the property, or rather, 
that which was rightfully his children’s. Mrs. 
Austin, it seems, did not relish the return of 
the father and children, and for some cause, 
not known to Mr. Austin, called upon the peo- 
ple of Forsyth to protect her from her husband. 
They had previously taken the two younger 
children. The people of Forsyth sympathized 
with the woman, and forming themselves into 
a Vigilance committee, waited upon Austin 
and his childyen, requesting that hey leave 
town by a certain time. Austin claims that 
later on a body of men attacked him and his 
children with rocks, sticks, trace chains, etc., 
doing them considerable bodily harm. 
_ ~ WHAT THE PEOPLE SAY. 

A citizen of Forsyth, conversant with the 
facts, presents a different narrative. He says 
that in the winter of 1884 and ’85 there came 
to Forsyth, a heavy set, stout and muscular 
man, bringing with him five children, four 
boys, the eldest about twenty years of age, and 
the youngest about eight years of age, and a 
girl of twelve. This man gave his name as J. 

V. Austin, of Texas, and stated that his busi- 
ness in Forsyth was to get possession of a lega- 
cy due his wife from the estate of John Cot- 
ton, deceased. He said that the claim had 
been sent to a lawyer here for collection ; that 
a part had been collected and had never been 
paid over to him, and that. he had employed a 
second lawyer to rule the first for the amount 
collected. It was proved, however, by inves- 
tigation, that lawyer No.1 had paid Austin 
some money, as a matter of accommodation, 
even before he had obtained the necessary pa- 
pers or made the proper showing to receipt for 
the same, 

TAKING THE MATTER IN HIS OWN HANDS. 

Becoming dissatisfied with the actions of 
lawyer No. 2, and without going to the courts 
for redress for his wrongs—if he had been 
wronged—he declared his intention to take the 
matter in his own hands, and forcea settle- 
ment according to his views of the case. He 
made frequent threats against the people, and 
said he would have what he claimed was due 
him at any cost. To avoid any trouble, and to 
give him every opportunity to have a thorough 
investigation made of his claims by competent 
parties, several of the citizens offered him 
amounts ranging from ten to fifty dollars to 
| defray the expenses of an examination and to 
| cover attorneys’ fees. 

He refused to accept this or any other aid, 
and still declared that he intended to settle the 
matter himself. He frequently entered the 
bedroom of the lawyer first employed, against 
the protest of his family, at a time when he 
was languishing upon a sickbed, from which 
his family and physicians thought he would 
never arise. He there abused the attorney, in 
the presence of his wife and children, and 
acted in such a manner as é0 frighten them se- 
verely. He continxed these visits until warned 
by a neighbor of the attorney that if he came 
again to the house in such a manner that he 
would be harshly handled. 

In a few days thereafter he attacked lawyer 
nunfer 2, with a knife, and would have 
doubtless killed him but for the interference of 
others. Not dealt with for this, he grew 
stronger and bolder in his attempts to bulldoze 
others and take the law in his own hands. In 
a short time, he again with the assistance of 
his threo oldest boys, assaulted the same person. 
They surrounded him and began throwing 
rocks at him, and would have seriously injured 
him, if not killed him, had he not this time 
been prepared to defend himself which he did 
by drawing a pistol and keeping the Texan and 
his three boys at a safe distance. 

GOES TO JAIL. 

The citizens, feeling for their safety, per- 
suaded the attorney to swear out a peace war- 
rant against Austin. He failed to give bond 
aud was placed in jail. The grand jury found 
a special indictment against him for assault 
with intent to murder. For thishe was tried, 
and through leniency of the party prosecuting 
and mercy of the jury, he was convicted of 
assault and battery and sent tothe chaingang 
for eight months. Here he displayed his usua 
stubbornness and cunning, and refused. to 
work, under the pretense that he was sick and 
unable. Mr. Webb, of Newton county, .to 
whom he had been hired, returned him to the 
county, and he was placed in jail until the 
eight months expired. As soon as he was re- 
leased from jail, some of the citizens, be- 
lieving that his mind was impaired, sued out 
a writ of lunacy upon which he was tried and 
pronounced sane. 

During his confinement his children had 
been well cared for by the citizens. The three 
oldest boys were employed at work and the 
little boy and girl were cared for by Messrs. 
G. A. King and W. J. Bush, and were attend- 
ing school. He took these children away from 
those parties and forced them to remain with 
him. He both refused to do any work himself 
and to suffer his children to do any. Although 
he was frequently offered work with good 
compensation both for himself and children. 
Finally he allowed_his oldest son to work ona 
farm just out of town, he drawing and using 
the pay himself. Before he was placed in jail 
his nephew came to Forsyth, and after exani- 
ining his claim tried to get him toaccept what 
was offered him, telling him that it was all 
that was due him. He refused to accept it or 
to make any settlement whatever, and his 
nephew left, saying that he could do nothing 
with him. ; 

AN UNSOCIABLE TENANT. 

Austin had been in Forsyth now for about 
three years, during which time he’ occupied, 
without permission, application or com pensa- 
tion, a house on the outer edge of the busi- 
ness portion of the town. For overtwo years 
one hundred and forty dollars had been in the 
hands of the sheriff ready for him whenever 
he would receive and receipt for it.. The 
whole amount coming to him from the estate 
was $383, of which ove hundred had already 
been paié to him and one hundred and forty 
was still in the sheriff’s hands ready for him 
to receipt for it. The balance had. never been 
turned over by the administrator. 

Several citizens tendered him money ‘in dif- 
ferent amounts; one party offered to add one 
hundred dollars to the amount in. the sheriff's 
hands if he would take it and!eave town. He 
refused to accept these offers, 2nd also the 
money holden by the sheriff. 

The party who had controi of the building 
which Austin had occupied during the three 
years he was here, made other arrangements 
in regard to the property and notified Austin 
of it fifteen days before the time for removal, 
in order to give him an opportunity to secure 
other quarters. He made no efforts to geta 
house, and when the fifteen 
days expired Austin was still 
occupying the building, and refused to give up 
possession. He was dispossessed by tie sheri 
| and his effects, Consisting of four or five trunks, 
| were placed on the outer edge of the sidewalk 

in frontof the building. He refused to geta 
| shelter for his children and would not let any 
one else shelter them, but remained out in the 
streets, subjecting them to the rain, and fore- 
ing them tosleep with him out in the open air 
for several nights. His crue} and inhuman 
treatment of his chiliiren was done in the most 
publi¢ and conspiewons manner. He, on one 
occasion, forced hia little girlto walk with 
him: to Macon and return, and on another occa- 
sion to, accompany him on foot to Atlanta and 
back, a distance of one ‘hundred and fifty-two 
miles. 


TRIED FOR LUNACY,

charge of his little girl abd boy. He refrsed 
to allow the court to appoint a lawyer to plead 
for him, saying that he would do his own 
pleading. 

He showed great disrespect and contempt 
for the court, and every decree against him 
had to be forcibly executed. The marks and 
scars on his children showed that he had most 
crueliy treated them. In the course of the 
trial one witness stated that Austin’s little girl 
had on one occasion accused him of attempting 
to have criminal intercourse with her. The 
girl was placed upon the stand and confirmed 
the statement she had made to other witnesses 
and said the charge was true; and that her 
father had attempted it more than once. 

FORCED TO LEAVE, 

The public stomach was already thoroughly 
nauseated, but this was more thanit could 
stand, and they promptly notified him to 
leave the town b five o'clock or he would be 
harshly dealt with. He refused to leave and 
at five o’clock was defiantly parading the 
streets in company with his boys. <A crowd of 
the best of our citizenS gathered around him 
and inquired if he intended to leave, to which 
he replied that he did not. 

They then caught hold of bim, and without 

removing any clothing whatever, administered 
upon his back, with a leather strap, from forty 
to fifty lashes. They then placed him on a 
dray and carried him to the depot. When the 
north bound train came one of the boys was 
given $25, Austin refusing to take it, and they 
were placed on the cars and furnished with 
tickets as far as Griffin. 
No remedy seemed to have the desired effect 
— Austin. He courted being jailed, and 
often inquired why he was not jailed for va- 
grancy. He did this because he knew if in 
jail he would be fed and the community would 
take care of his children. He would not al- 
low his children to go away from him and get 
any food unless they brought it to him, thus 
trying, by cruel, inhuman treatment, to his 
children, and threats against the people to 
‘make the citizens feed him. During the 
three years that Austin spent in Forsyth he 
was constantly engaged in a row with some 
one, and it reached sucha point that no citi- 
zen could but feel that his life and property 
were constantly in jeopardy. 

He was a subject for harsh remedies and the 
good people of the community feel that they 
have done nothing more than justice to 
humanity and themselves.

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A Typical Career, 

Early last Saturday morning a man jump- 
ed overboard from a ferry boat which was 
crossing from Jersey City to New York. 

Bruised, bleeding, and half drowned, he 
was fished out of the river. He was recog- 
nized as Charles H. Reed. 

Only a few years ago nota lawyerin Chi- 
cago was rising faster or had more flattering 
prospects than this man. He had already 
distinguished himself at the bar and had ac- 
quired a strong influence in -city politics. 
He had been elected to the lucrative office 
of city attorney when he was younger than 
any man who had ever filled it. He hada 
host of friends whe prophesied a brilliant 
future for him. Young, gifted, handsome, 
and popular, it seemed that he laeked noth- 
ing to insure a shining success. But he did 
dack “‘the one thing needful.” He began 
his career with no fixed principles, and 
played at life as if it had been a -game of 
chance. He won at the. start, but then he 
lost, and gradually went down in Chicago. 

When the assassin, Guiteau, was on trial, 
Reed saw an opportunity to rally his broken 
fortunes and to acquire a widespread fame. 
He had known Guiteau in Chicago, and 
managed to put himself foremost in his de- 
fense. In conducting the case he showed 
considerable ability and remarkable perse- 
Verance. Almost tothe moment when the 
rope was put around the assassin’s neck 
Reed was devising and pressing new expedi- 
ents to save him, or at least to postpone his 
doom. 

The famous trial and his activity in be- 
half of his client were the means of giving 
Reed great notoriety as a criminal lawyer. 
But it brought him no good. Congress vot- 
ed him $3,000 for defending Guiteau, but 
he left Washington owing his hotel $2,000. 
Then he began to lead a life of a reckless 
bohemian. He was never heard of except 
in connection with some crooked transac- 
tion, and was much more sought by the offi- 
cers of the law than by those who wished 
to engage his legal services. Last fall he 
was arrested for passing a bogus check in 
New York. A few days ago he again 
loomed up in Jersey City, where he at- 
tempted torob the money-drawer of a restau- 
rant. The proprietor declined to prosecute 
him, anda few days later he made the. at- 
tempt to end his miseries beneath the waves 
of North River. 

The story isnot a new one. It is the 
old, old story of those who ;try to make 
short cutsto success. Charles H. Reed has 
walked the same path which has been 
trodden by many a gifted man before him, 
and has met the same fate. It will always 
No man can outfoot the Nemesis 
“who pursues him on the rocky way of trans- 

gression.

An Unwise Bill. 
We print in another column a bill intro- 
duced by Senator Northecutt in the senate. 
It passed the senate, we are informed, with- 
out a dissenting voice, and goes to the house 
to be acted on. 

It is certainly strange that a bill sosweep- 
ing in its provisions should pass the senate 
without opposition and strong opposition. 
Can any sensible man give any reason why 
@ man can be permitted to go to a broker 
with railroad stock, or any kind of stock or 
bonds, and borrow money, and pay a com- 
mission, while a land owner is denied the 
same right? 

Our land owners, unquestionably, have 
suffered untold hardships and enough from 
the unjust prohibition against loans on real 
estate security under the national bank law. 
Bt has made it almost impossible for own 
ers of land since the war to secure any 
loans, except from a few money sharks who 
would take the last nickel from a poor far- 
_ mer. The farmers who own most of the 
Jand in this state need money in their busi- 
mess, as wellas other people. They do not 
wish to be driven by such laws as the one 
under consideration to purchase from the 
heartiess class of nriddle men to whom they 
have_been compelled to go for the necessary 


supplies to make a crop, and pay from fifty 


to sixty per cent interest on time sales from 
the first of April to the first of November. 


This will be the inevitable result if such a | 
| this classification is not discrimination. 


law as this is passed by the legislature. We 
have in this city, and there will be found in 
every town and village in the state, from 
three or four to a dozen men men who make 
these time sales, and these men are behind 
this law. ‘They are getting rich in their 
business, and the farmers are growing poor- 
er every year. 

A land owner should not be restricted in 
his right to pay a commission to procure a 
loan, when the bondholders have the right 
to pay what they please to get money, and 
then turn around to squeeze the hungry and 
meedy farmer out of all he makes, by fur 
nishing him supplies from April to Novem- 
ber.

Ifa man wants to sell his land, and 
puts it into the hands of a real estate agent 
and asks for a joan wutil the sale is made he 
will be denied the loan, because it will de- 
prive the real estate agent of his legitimate 
commission, and render the deed made, if 
he pays any couimissions, void. 

It was probably the intention of some of 
the senators who voted for this bill to reach 
the foreign lenders who have been charging 
very high commissions and attorneys’ fees

Epitrors Constitution: The six:h annual 
session of the American forestry congress Will com- 
mence in Springfield, Illinois, on Septic mber 14, 1887. 
As this meeting is by the special invitation of the 
legislature of that state. it will no doubt be attended 
by a large delegation ftom Canadaand the United 
States. Hon. G. W. Minor, Illinois, is president, and 
Hon, B. E. Fernow, Washjngton, D. C., secretary. 

The Southern forestry congress met at De Funiak 
springs last February and adjourned to Huntsville, 
Ala., tazneet October 26, 1887. This body, of which 
Hon, A. O. Lane, of Birmingham, Ala., is president, 
and Mrs. Ellen Call Long, Tallahassee, Fla., secre- 
tary, has appointed delegates to the parent society, 
and the latter will no doubt be well represented at 
Huntsville. The time of the Huntsville meeting has 
been as carefully arranged as possible, so as not to 
confliet with the several state fairs in the south, and 
to mheet the wishes of visitors north and south. The 
hospitable people of Huntsville, through their 
mayor, Hon, E. J. Mastin, assures the members of 
the Southern, foresiry congress and their friends 
north and south ofa most cordial and hearty wel- 
come totheir beautiful city, and no doubt a large 
number of our best people will attend this meeting. 

tis among the future plans to consolidate those

The Atlanta University and Co-FEdueation,. 

Eprrors CoNnsTITUTION: Article 8, section 
1 of the constitution reads: - 

“Separate schools shall be provided for the white 
and colored races,”’ 

Section 1267 of the code reads: ‘“‘Colored and 
white children shall not attend the same sehool.’’ 

If there isanything upon which our white people 
are a unit, and our colored almost so, it is this, that 
the races shall be educated separately. It would 
take too long to present the argument in its favor. 
I will only present “‘a veice from the tomb,” whieh I 
find on page 390 of the July “Century” Magazine. 

“There is a physical difference between the two, 
which, in my judgment, will probably forever for- 
bid their living together upon the footing of perfect 
equality; and inasmuch as it becomes a necessity 
that there must be a difference, I am in favor of the 
raceto which I belong having the superior position.”

This is not the first time that antagonism of the 
same sort has been attempted to the policy and laws 
of the state.

She attributed this to the influence of the 
missionaries sent out by the American Board of 
Missions, and the state passed a law that no white 
man should reside in the Cherokee country,unless he 
would take the oath of allegiance to Georgia, under 
a penalty of not less than four years’ imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. The missionaries refused to do 
either, and two of them—Rey. Mess:s. 8: A, Worces- 
ter and Elizus Butler—were tried in Gwinnett coun- 
ty, convicted, and sentenced to serve four years in 
the penvescary. ey Fm 2 recommending the gover- 
nor to pardon them if they would take the oath or 
leave the state. They refused to do either and were 
imprisoned a short time. After serving a short time 
they signed a pledge to leave, and the governor par- 
doned them, Will it be news to some 
of.my readers to be told that. . these 
men were sent out here, and were-under the con- 
trol and managementof the same board that now 
coutrols and manages theSAtlanta univerrity. And 
yet such is the fact. The Atlanta university is man- 

ed and controlled by the American board of Mis- 
sions, which is controlled by the Congregational 
chureh.

ized and appointed, except that half of them should 
be colored men, with the governor or state school 
superintendent as ex officio chairman. Then turn 
over to them that fund to be expended among other 
colleges for teaching colored people, or be expended 
in establishing a normal school for preparing color- 
ed people to teach. Thix normal school might be 
run in connection with the Peabody institute, if 
thought best. After the new board should beruna 
few years I should favor the whole board being col- 
ored men, just as the colored teachers of Atlanta. 

Conld any colored man object tothis? Would 
there be anything wrong in turning this fund over 
to the same kind of a board as the one in charce of 
the State university? There will be no difficulty in 
carrying out this or some other plan. 

Legisiators of Georgia, shall this thing goon as it 
is’? Or will you do justice to both races? 

In conclusion, I must say that I have nothing to 
say against Mr. Francis or his co-laborers personal- 
ly. I think they are wrong in this matter, but ] be- 
lieve them to be conscientious men. If I have mis- 
stated any fact I will correct it with pleasure.

Aid Asked to Make the Dormitg. 
ries Barely Habitable. 


CAN THE STATE IGNORE THIS pip, 


An Appropriation of Five Thousand Dolla 
Asked-—Unless {t is Given the Dormi. 
tories Will be Abandoned. 


The finance committee met yesterday afteg 
noon in the wild land office, The committee 
had under consideration the bill appropriating 
five thousand dollars to the university of Geors 
gia for the purpose of repairs. At a formeg 
meeting of the committee the matterhad beeg 
discussed at some length. Dr. Felton madeg 
strong appeal in behalf of the appropriation, 
He was severe in his comments upon the man. 
agement of the university, but he demonstra. 
ted the uninhabitable condftion of the college 
dormitories for which the appropriation was 
asked. Mr. McCord, of Richmond,’ spoke og 
the same line, and made an eloquent plea in 
behalf of the appropriation for his alma mae 
ter. Mr. Harrell, who is a persistent enemy 
to the university, and who makes no secret of 
his opposition, opposed the appropriation. He 
said the university was a college for a particu, 
lar class—the sons of rich people, and was noe 
the place for a poor boy to go. He fought the 
appropriation, declaring that if the college wag 
in such bad repair, that the Athens people 
ought to make the improvements. 


THE ARGUMENT YESTERDAY. 

Major Lamar Cobb, the treasurer of the 
university, and Hon. Augustus L. [Hull, 
trustee, and member of the prudential} eniies 
mittee of the board that has the active mane 
agement of the university in its control. ape 
peared before the committee for the purpose 
of demonstrating the urgent necessity of 
making the appropriation.

They are directly under the contrgl of the uni- 
versity, and the management prohibits more 
than $13.50 per month being charged studentg 
for board and lodging. This regulation pres 
vents outside boardinghouses from chargin 
students exhorbitant rates. At least one-hal 
of the students board in families in the city of 
Athens, and were it not for the dormitory 
prices, board would perhaps go up to $25 or 
$30 per month.” Major Cobb and Mr, 
Hull laid great stress upon the fact, and no 
doubt convineed the committee that the main- 
tenance of the dormitory system was abse@- 
lutely essential.*$ 

CAN THE SYSTEM BE MAINTAINED? 

‘At present the great majority of the dormi- 
tory rooms are uninhabitable. Indeed, i 
would not be an exaggeration tosay that a 
were. The cold air of winter sweeps through 
thém uncheeked, the rain beats in, and thd 
discomforts amount to positive torture, accor 
ding to all accounts. No further attempt will 
be made to oceupy the dormitories unless they 
are repaired, as the management does not bet 
lieve it will be exercising that. prudent watche 
fulness over students’ welfare if it allows them 
to continue occupying these holes. The s§ 
of $5,000 will make the dormitories comfort 
ble; it will not allow the rooms to be sh oa 
in either oak or cherry, nor will it permit any 
modern improvements to be putin; the wh 
amount wilt be necessary to stop the holes an 
cracks and make the buildings Saraby habit 
ble. It has been many years since any im 

wrovements have been made upon the twd 
Jogmiteny buildings, and the structures haved 
now reached that point where one or the othet 
alternative is presented—repair the buildings, 
or cease to occupy them.”’

Charged With Selling Liquor at 
His Home and Billiard Hall, 


OTHER OFFENSES BOOKED BY POLICE. 


A Small Boy Writes Too Well and Steals Too 
. Quick—-A Woman Wanted in Mari- 
etta—A Store Burglarized. 


Bob Stevens, the only colored man who man- 
aged sucoessfully a saloon in Atlanta during 
the legal sale of whisky, has been arrested be- 
catise Detectives Aldrige, [Reeves and Bue- 
hanan have managed to secnre evidence sufti- 
cient to chargé him with manipulating a blind 
tiger. 

The case against Stevens appears to be a 
good one. 

Since saloons were closed Stevens has been 
running a billiard and pool room at No. 4 
Decatur street. His place is patronized al- 
most exclusively by negroes, and after dark, 
and especially on Saturday nights, it is always 
crowded, Fora long time past the detectives 
have been suspecting that Stevens was selling 
whiskey. Negtoes under the influence of 
liquor, some drunk, some tight, have been 
seen hanging about the place, going in and 
coming out. All this aroused the suspieious 
element in the detectives’ make up and a close 
watch was kept upon the place. Stevens, how- 
ever, knew that he was being watched, “tnd 
detectives’ work was very slow. 
Upon two or three occasions they 
were upon the point of making a case, but the 
witnesses, in contemplation, when questioned 
asserted most positively that they had not 
bought any liquor at Stevens’s place. On 
vesterdav, however, the detectives were more 
successful. They secured what the city attor- 
ney thinks is positive proof, and the case was 
made. Stevens was arrested, but secured. his 
liberty by giving a two hundred dolar bond for 
his appearance before Judge Anderson in 
police court on the 4th. In speaking of the 
case Detective Aldrige said: 

“T don’t think we will have any trouble in 
putting the charge on Bob. We have known 
tor a long time tiiat he was selling liquor, but 
when we collared the witnesses they always 
swore out. We will beable to prove, however, 
this time that Bob has been selling hquor at 
his billiard room and at his home,away out on 
Decatur street.”’

Detectives Simpson and Bedford arrested a 
twelve year old negro boy last night, of whom 
they give an interesting history. The boy is 
almost black and is quite small, but he is as 
sharp as a keen edge razor. On Wednesday 
night last, some one entered Mrs, G. P. Allen’s 
residence, No. 142 Spring stteet, and stele a 
pair of fine gold bracelets.

The Conference Between the Governor and 
Committee Vesterday. 

A sub-committee, composed of Messrs. Me- 
Lendon, Calvin and Schofield, from the peni- 
tentiary committee, called on Governor Gor- 
don yesterday in order to obtain his views ipon 
the establishment of a board of pardons. 

The governor said to the committee that, as

governor replied that while this would relieve 
him in @ very great measure, still he must de- 
cline to express anything more. than a general 
opinion, and could not enter into any detailed 
statement as to minute particulars. The com- 
mittee insisted upon obtaining his views, de- 
claring that he was better capacitated by reason 


, of his position and the experience he had had 


in the matter to advise and suggest the action 
to be taken in the premises. 

The governor then said that he had only two 
points tosuggest. First, he desired that. the 
board should cost as little as it could possibly 
be made to cost, consistent with efficiency. 
This was to be desired at ali times, and rats 
was specially incumbent now inasmuch 
the people had so recently 
lost heavily by disastrous floods.

The ordinary’s court was the only tribunal in 
session yesterday, and but little business was 
transacted thete. The day was a busy one at 
the state house, and the governor and the vari- 
ous heads of departments were hard at work 
with the transaction of public business. A 
full record of proceedings will be found below 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 

GOVERNOR GORDON YESTERDAY gave &n au~ 
dience to Dr. H. H. Cary, of LaGrange, the 
Georgia fish commissioner, and Colonel M. Mc- 
Donald, of the U. 8S. commission. Colonel 
McDonald desired to obtain from the governor 
some idea as to the practical means of extend- 
ing the operations in Georgia in regard to fish 
It was shown that the rivers of the 
state were in considerable need of replenish- 
ing, and some discussion was had in regard to 
the best fish for Georgia rivers. The shad was 
finally decided to be the best, and Colonel Mc- 
Donald declared if thé governor would give 
him some place where he could watch his fish, 
he would be able to do much more than had 
been done heretofore. Governor Gordon In- 
formed him that he would see to it that some 
room in the state house was set apart for that 
purpose. Other matters were discussed by the 
gentlemen, and the conference was pleasant, 
and will doubtless result in renewed interest 
in the question of stocking Georgia rivers with 
fish. : 

A REWARD WAS OFEERED yesterday of $150 
for the arrest and delivery to the proper au- 
thorities, with proof to convict, of the burglar 
or burglars, who, ou the night of the 2ist of 
July, broke open the office of the 
clerk of the superior court of White county, 
and stole therefrom valuable books and papers. 

That the robbery was committed by some 
one interested in the coming superior court of 
White county, there can be no doubt, as the 
papers stolen all have reference tocases to be 
tried at that- court. As a matter of course, 
had the robber purloined the particular papers 
desired, detection would easily have followed, 
so he or they took the whole lot. In order to 
mix the matter up as much as possible,a book 
of deeds was stolen also. The robbery wil! 
cause great confusion.in the matters of the 
county, and a determined effort will be made 
to apprehend the thief. 

A LETTER WAS received at the executive de- 
partment yesterday from Frederick C. Brews- 
ter, Jr., the secretary of the Constitutional Cen- 
tennial commission. The letter was in answer 
to one of Governor Gordon’s, -and in reply 
said: |‘*The commission has received with 
pleasure your reply of the 28th, assuring them 
of your presence at the celebration. on the 
15th, 16th and 17th of September. The gov- 
ernors of all the other thirteen original states 
having accepted, it would have been a serious 
disappointment had the empire state of the 


‘south been only conspicuous by its absence.”’ 


The letter goes on to state the number of 
troops that will attend from the various states, 
and in conclusion the governor is asked to 
take the best means in his power to induce at 
least one command from Georgia to be present. 
The letter was turned over to Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Kell, who will take the proper steps to 
bring the request before the volunteer forces of 
the state. 

THE MILITARY REUNION at LaGrange on 
Wednesday has been postponed on account of 
bad-weather, and consequently Governor Gor- 
don will not go down to that city on that day. 
Telegrams were being exchanged all day be- 
tween the parties interested in regard to the 
proposed reunion of the 60th and 13th Goorgia 
regiments at Eatonton. The object of the 
electric correspondence was to'see if the var- 
ious parties invited could not be communicated 
with in regard to a postponement. The heavy 
rains have made railroad travel difficult,. and 
people living in the country find it imposgible 
to get to town. Governor Gordon has accepted 
an invitation to be present on the occasion, 
and the question whether or not the reunion 
would take place on Thursday was a matter of 
some doubt last night. Should a postponement 
occur, due notice will be given. 

ADJUTANT-G ENERAL KELL on yesterday re- 
ceived from the Spalding Greys a communi- 
cation to the effect that H. O. Wood, of Grif- 
fin, the captain of the company, had so acted 
astomake himan undesirable commander, 
The adjutant was requested to lay the matter 
before the governor and obtain, if possible, @ 
revocation of the commission of the said H. O. 

Vood, as captain of the Spalding Greys. 
Wood, it will be remembered, is the man who 
has figured so extensively and so unpleasantly 
in Griffin of late. The adjutant laid the mat- 
ter before his excellencyv immediately upon the 
receipt of the communication, and Governor 
Gordon, after reading the papers, immediately 
issued an order revoking Wood’s commission 
as captain. An election to fill the vacancy 
will probably be had very soon. 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL KELL was busy yester- 
day sending to the various military companies 
throughout the state the circular letter in re- 
gard to the Centennial Constitutional celebra- 
tion, to be held in Philadelphia in September. 
The governor will attend, and itis desired, if 
possible, to obtain some military company or 
companies as an escort. .The companies so 
attending will of course have to bear their own 
expenses, as the general assembly cannot be 
relied upon to furnish an appropriation to cov- 
er the expense. The other twelve states of 
the original thirteen will have large military 
representations, and it isto be hoped that at 
least one of the numerous military organiza- 
tions in Georgia can find time and means to 
take the trip. The circular letter sent out by 
the adjutant gives all necessa information 
connected with the matter. Adjutant Kell 
also received on yesterday a box of fatigue caps 
formembers of the governor’s staff.

MAKING MORE LAWS. 


General Councll Meets In Regular 
Semi-Monthly Session. 


IT DECIDES THAT WATER MUST BE PURE 


Mr. Angier’s Five Days’ Notice Ordinance 
Passes—The Contract With the Capi- 
tal City Company—Other Laws. 


The general council] convened in regular 


‘session in the council chamber yesterday after- 


noon, and the meeting was unusually dull and 
empty of interest. 

Only eleven members were present. 

Mr. Gramling, the newly elected mayor pro 
tem, presided, and during the entire meeting 
ruled to the complete satisfaction of all pres- 
ent. Tothe roll call Messrs. Hemphill, Me- 
‘aslin and Dorsey, aldermen, and Messrs. 
Mitchell, Allen, Greene, Nelson, Bell, Rice 
and Roy, councilmen, responded. 

The session began with a presentation by the 
clerk of a paper showing wherein the board of 
aldermen had cencurred with the council, and 
wherein it had failed to concur. The reading 
of the paper brought Mr. Roy, of the sixth 
ward, to his feet. 

“TI see by that paper,’’ he said, ‘‘that the 
board declines to pay Dr. Bizzell a bill of six- 
teen dollars for services as ward physician. The 
board is willing to pay him six dollars, which 
he expended for medicine. I think all this is 
wrong, and I move that a committee of con- 
ference be appointed.’’ 

The motion prevailed and the presiding of- 
ficer appointed Messrs. Roy, Nelson and hice 
as the conference committee. 

The balance showed that $415,692.76 was the 
amount of the annual apportionment unex- 
pended. 

Mr. Bell presented a petition numerously 
signed by citizens owning property along the 
proposed line of the Foster street extension. 
rhe petition urgently requested the general 
council not to open the street. 

' Mr. Goodwin, the city attorney, stated that 
the assessors had made their report, and that 


the council had only ten days jn which to pro- | 


tect the city. 

Mr. Rice thought that the proposed exten- 
sion was a serious matter and one demanding 
careiul consideration. 

Mr. Hemphill informed the body that the 
assessors had awarded to the property owners 
nearly $40,000. Nearly one-half that amount 
was claimed by two parties. He thought it 
was toomuch. Some of the assessments were 
perfectly satisfactory. 

Mr. Dorsey introduced a resolution setting 
forth the fact that the extension would cost 
about $40,000 and rejecting the petition to open 
the street. 

‘‘T call for the ayes and nays on that resolu- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Rice. 

‘‘And why?” asked Mr. Dorsey, evidently 
surprised af Mr. Rice’s request. 

‘*Because I want the public to know how I 
stand on this question,’’ answered Mr. Rice, 
warmly. 

‘So do I,’’ said Mr. Dorsey, smiling. 

The call resulted : 

Ayes—Messrs. Mitchell, Allen, 
and Rice—5. 

Nays—Messrs. Greene and Allen—2. 

“The resolution rejecting the petition to 
open the street is lost,’’ said Mayor pro tem. 
Gramling. 

‘IT have here an ordinance,’’ said Mr. Dor- 
sey of the ordinance committee, “relative to 
the use of impure well water—used both in 
drinking and making food—which I desire to 
réad.’’ 

Fhe ordinance provides: 

1. That when the board of health thinks any well 
in the city contains impure water, the body can 
summons the owner, renter ar agent and investi- 
gate the same, and if the water is found impnre can 
£0 declare. 

2. That the summons directed to the — 
shall contain a brief statement of the facts, and any 
member of the board shall be a competeat witness. 

3. That after the well shail have been declared 
impure any one who shall use water from it for 
drinking or in making food shall be stummoned to 


sell, Roy 


“Now,’’ said Mr. Dorsey, a@he finished read- 
ing the ordinance. ‘‘I consider the adoption of 
this ordinance absolutely necessary. Water 
from quite a number of the wells in the city 
has been analyzed and found impure. Bread 
made with this water is impure; so is the soda- 
water we drink. In fact, the water possesses 
some alarmiffg impurities. In some cellars in 
the heart of the city there are wells, and the 
organic and sewerage matterin the water, as 
shown by the analysis, is really alarming.’’ 

‘I know that to be true, too,’’ said Mr. Rice, 
‘and have known it for some time. I think 
the ordinance should be adopted.”’ 

Mr. Mevaslin agreed with Messrs. Dorsey 
and Rice. 

The ordinance was read the second time and 
adopted. 

Mr. Kinnebrew, who gained fame and dol- 
lars by being proprietor of the Commercial 
wine room, No. 5. Peachtree street, appeared 
before the council and asked that $25, which 
he had paid fora wine room licefise, be re- 
funded because he had never used the license. 

“Mr. Kinnebrew surrendered that license to 
Mayor Cooper and has no right to ask for the 
money,’ said Mr. Mitchell. 

“I move that the matter be referred to Mayor 
Cooper for information,’”’ said Mr. Dorsey. 

The motion prevailed.

Out Georgia avenue and along the extension 
of Pryor street there have been several wash- 
outs, and it will require several weeks to re- 
pair the damage. 

Deputy Sheriff Green is a heavy loser by the 
rain. A week ago hiscrop was one of the most 
promising in this part of the state; now it is 
ruined by the water. He calculates that he 
has lost between $2,000 and $3,000. Other 
planters near his farm have likewise suffered 
heavily. 

A colored man named Pearson, living about 
twenty-two miles from Atlanta, near the Chat- 
tahoochee, lost four valuable cows and a large 
number of hogs by the overflow of the water 
courses Which run through his land. Another 
colored man, a near neighbor of Pearson’s, 
estimates his loss at $400. 

Mr. Robert Laughlin, who had one of the 
most promising crops of watermelons in this 
section of the state, has had his prospects 
almost destroyed by the heavy rains of the past 
few days. 

The corn crop on bottom lands, as well as the 
cotton, is nearly ruined, and farmers within 
twenty miles of Atlanta will suffer disastrous 
losses. There is no way to calculate their 
losses in dollars.

OPINIONS AND DECISIONS IN POINT. 


The Governor's Talk With the Attorney in 
Question — Attorney-General Anderson's 
Opinion—Grants from Tennessee, 


The article relative to the state’s right to 
own property in Tennesseé, reproduced in yes- 
terday’s ConsTiTUTION, was the talk of legisla 
tive circles yesterday. 

As predicted in these columns the authorities 
do not warrant the claim made bythe enter- 
prising Chattanooga lawyer, and the hopes of 
Chattanooga ‘antis’ are dashed to the earth. 

GOVERNOR GORDON 
was asked as to the alleged talk with the 
anonymous attorney, whose opinions were the 
basis upon which the Chattanooga paper based 
its arguments. 

“I did have such a talk,”’ said the governor, 
“and the gentleman in question did advance 
the pears attributed to him. But I never 
had any doubt as to the legality of the state’s 
title to the property in question. <A state can 
own property in another state for legitimate 
purposes just as an individual can own it. In 
this case the state runs the railroad, and 
through it ownsthe Chattanooga terminal 
property.” 

At the executive office it was learned that 
after the aforesaid attorney had returned home 
he wrote Governor Gordon concerning 
the property. The governor replied but 
in his reply he spoke firmly about the ‘‘state’ 
preperty in Tennessee,’’ never for a moment 

etting it appear that there was any doubt as 
to the state’s title. 

ATTORNEY GENERAL ANDERSON, 
pec aere | about the matter, said: ‘There is 
absolutedy nothing in the claim made by the 
Chattanooga gentleman. That was decided in 
the Georgia Lumber company case, where I 
contended that the company’s title to the 
south Georgia lands was perfectly good, the 
state of Indiana having-a perfect right to own 
the land for any legitimate purpose. The 
idea that the state, which is the 
purchaser, acquires by the purchase 
of a state, any dominion over the purchased 
land is, of course, not atenable position. It 
becomes instead a subject of the state, whose 
lands are purchased, standiug just as an indi- 
vidual purchaser stands. 
AN AUTHORITY. 

Rorer on American interstate law, page 213, 
says: 

The ownership of lands by one state within the 
territorial limits of another state is in nowlse dif- 
ferent from that of the ownership of an 
individual person. The title an< estate 
in such case is required and held subject to all the 
incidents of ordinary private ownership, so far as re- 
gards the mere circumstance of a state being the 
owner. Ifa different effect is claimed it must flow 
from the intent and purpose of the grant as shown 
by the muniments of title. 

Decisions are quoted from 65 N. Y., 57; 14 
Cal., 279, 375.

received from the Tennessee legislature in 1838 
official permission to build the railroad from 
the state line ‘‘to a point on the eastern margin 
of the Tennessee river,’ receiving all the priv- 
ileges usually granted a private corporation.
